Defense counsel for Cairns an- 
nounced an appeal for a delay of 
at least 30 days from September 
14th, date set for trial, saying it 
would interfere with the trial on 
the felony complaints sworn out 
by Green. Because Cairns is an 
alien, the damage suit will be 
heard in the U. S, District Court 
in Sacramento. 

The motion will be vigorously 
opposed, as an attempt to spare 
any of the vigilantes or their 
sympathizers from making state- 
ments under oath before a fed- 
eral court before the criminal 
case is heard before a Sonoma 
jury. 

The vigilantes want to ‘take 
advantage of the prejudige which 
has been whiped up in favor of 
mob violence in Sonoma County. 

Statement Refused 

Attorney General U. S. Webb’s 
office refused to make any 
statement to the Western Work- 
er as to whether or not it is in- 
vestigating information turned 
over by the A.C.L.U. on the fi- 
nancial backers of the vigilantes.

Responsibility for these deaths 
and the 1500 awaiting death here 
rests squarely on Governor Lan- 
don, the Hearst-Liberty League 
candidate for President of the

These children—skinny little 
boys and girls with bloated sto- 
machs and pinched faces—are 
infected by the silica dust which 
infects their fathers in the mines.

The answer is simple—he ap- 
pointed phe present mine inspec- 
tor, who-allows the mine owners 
to operate illegally, piling up 
huge profits. 

Poor Commissioner A. G. Gill 
declared that “if the existing 
laws were enforced, I believe 
that fully 50 percent of silicosis 
could be terminated.” 

At the last session of the Kan- 
sas Legislature an attempt was 
made to secure an appropriation 
for a sanitarium to eare for the 
silicosis. victims, Landon refused 
te consider the idea and ruled 
that the special session had to 
be devoted to “social security.” 

And local authorities estimate 
80 percent of the adults living 
in Treece have _ silicosis with 
some’ 5000 persons in the coun- 
ty affected! 

Broke Miners’ Strike 

Last year, when the miners 
struck for ‘protective measures 
against the deadly silica dust 
and for higher wages and union 
conditions, Landon sent troops 
to break the strike at the re- 
quest of the profiteering mine 
owners. 

Not one attempt has been 
made by Landon to enforce a 
section of the Kansas ‘mining 
laws which say that the lead 
and zinc mines must be kept 
free of injurious dust.

Kramer - Its Lessons 


By EVA SHAFRON 


HARLES Kramer, famous for 
his reactionary Sedition Bill, 


introduced in Congress aiming 
to suppress the labor movement, 
has been renominated in the 
primaries. 


Kramer will be victorious in 
the general elections in Novem- 
ber, unless there can be real 
mobilization of the labor, pro- 
gressive and liberal forces around 
the candidate now in the field 
opposing him—the candidate of 
the Communist Party, Emma 
Cutler. 

Does the Kramer nomination 
in the primaries indicate a re 
actionary trend of the electorate 
in the 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict? 

This question is of paramount 
impertance. Finding the correct 
answer to this question, we will 
be in a position to correetly esti- 
mate the situation, to work out 
correct methods on how to de- 
feat reaction, on how, if not 
completely to defeat Kramer in 
the November elections, at least 
to roll up a large enough anti- 
Kramer vote to completely shat- 
ter Kramer’s belief that he now 
has the sanction of the voters 
in the 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict to carry on further his poli- 
cies of reaction in Congress. 

Let us examine the vote. 

Large Anti-Kramer Vote 

Kramer ran on the Republican, 
Democratic and Progressive tick- 
ets. He won on all three. We do 
not have at hand the figures on 
the Progressive ticket. We there- 
fore cannot analyze this to see 
what the anti-Kramer vote was 
on this ticket, as we will at- 
tempt to show on the Republican 
and Democratic ticket. Suf- 
fice it to say that the Progres- 
sive ticket played a. very small 
role in the elections, and that 
there was an opposition vote also 
on this ticket. 

Qn the Democratic ticket a 


very large anti-Kramer vote was} 


registered. There were several 
candidates running. The final re- 
sult: 39,568 for Kramer. The to- 
tal for all candidates opposing 
him was: 20,839—some 42% anti 
Kramer. 
The Republican Ticket 

It is also important to analyze 
the Republican ticket. Here too 
there were. several contending 
candidates. Kramer polled the 
biggest vote—11,861. All the other 


| candidates polled 15,282. But no 


single candidate polled a_ large 
encugh vote to defeat Kramer 
on the Republican ticket. 
However, the fact that, taking 
together all the votes on the Re 
publican ticket, Kramer was de- 


'feated shows that he is not the 


“victor” that he pretends to be. 
It is true that we have to dif- 
ferentiate the opposition-vote to 
Kramer on the Republican ticket 
from that of the anti-Kramer 
vote on the Democratic ticket. 
While the anti-Kramér vote on 
the Democratic ticket was clear- 
ly a vote against- the reactionary 


| policies of Kramer and his in- 


famous Bill, in the case of the 
Republican ticket such a general- 
ization would not be a ae ba 
rect. 

While there were many voters 
voting for other candidates on the 


| Republican ticket outside of Kra- 


mer, who also voted against him, 
as| a reactionary, this was not 
such a generally clear expression 
of the electorate as a whole as 
in the case of the Democratic 
yoters who were distinctly di- 


| vided on the question, of his 


Bill. 

However, here too is to be, 
observed a decided rebuff to 
Kramer. 

What made possible ‘Kramer’s 
election? 

Having .the facts clear before. 
us we .can now attempt to an- 
swer the question posed above.

Under the guise of ‘fight Com- 
minism,” with the “mandate” 
now “received” by the electorate 
in the 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict, Kramer will undoubtedly 
increase his reactionary anti- 
working class activities in Con- 
gress if victorious in November. 

The chief reason for the elec- 
tion of Kramer in the primaries 
was the division in the anti- 
Kramer forces. 

Our Party, ’way before the 
primary elections, declared that 
Kramer, the arch ,enemy of lib- 
erty, of the working class, must 
be defeated. Our Party urged 
united action of all anti-Kramer 
forces in the 13th. Congressional 
District to defeat Kramer. 

We saw that Kramer, with 
large financial resources at his 
disposal, having the backing of 
the trade union-smashing ele- 
ments on his side, can be de- 
feated only if there were one 
strong anti-Kramer candidate op- 
posing this reactionary;* muster 
all anti-Kramer forces behind 
this candidate, leaving aside all 
othe disageements for the time 
being, and.‘unite on one point— 
THE DEFEAT OF KRAMER. 

This is. why our Party urged 
that all Liberal, Democratic and 
Republican anti-Kramer forces 
unite behind the chief candidate 
opposing Kramer, Parley, Parker 
Christensen, in the primary elec- 
tions.

elections, with more strenuous 
work, with unity, Christensen 
ight have been put into the 
final race -in the November elec- 
tions.. These five candidates ran 
against each other, neither of 
them polling the necessary vote 
to defeat Kramer, thus actually 
assisting the election of Kramer 
in the primariés. 

While the anti-Kramer forces 
were divided, the reactionary 
for¢es supporting Kramer were 
closely united. Tens of thousands 
of dollars were spent for the elec- 
tion of Kramer. He issued moun- 
tains of literature.

gave their greatest cheers and 
ovations to the longshoremen 
and the other maritime unions in 
the parade. 

In the past Labor Day passed 
of with picnics where: political 
hand-shakers and _ baby-kissers 
poured out expressions of love 
and sympathy for Labor. 

It is a symptom-of the, new 
and militant spirit which is cap- 
turing *the trade unions that 
demonstrations and parades have 
replaced picnics, and Labor Day 
speeches,’ instead of the usual 
inanities, are beginning to Tre- 
flect some of the issues facing 
the working-class. 

The main speech in San Fran- 
cisco, by George Davis, Mooney 
attorney, was a defense of indus- 
trial unionism and a plea for 
unity in the labor movement. It 
warned of the Fascist danger in 
America, and of the need for 
defending democracy against 
this danger. It warned against 
red-baiting as the weapon of the 
employers and the Fascists. 

The speech of the secretary of 
the State Federation of Labor, 
Edward Vandeleur, was much 
less satisfactory to labor’s needs, 
in that it evaded some issues and 
distorted others. 

Mass pressure and ‘sentiment 
in the trade unions forced Van- 
deleur to speak against vigilan- 
tigm, and the need for the A.F.L. 
to organize the agricultural 
workers. 

We can only hope that this 
will be reflected more concrete- 
ly in a program presented to 
the State Federation *of Labor 
convention which opens Sept. 
14th in Sacramento. Last year’s 
convention adopted an excellent 
resolution to combat vigilantism, 
but practically nothing was done 
to carry ‘it out. 

‘Militant-sounding speeches, 
alone will not destroy vigilan- 
tism, Mr, Vandeleur. Similarly, 
all plans to organize agricultural 
labor in California have remain- 
ed on paper thus far, and have 
even been sabotaged by the, 
State Federation officials. 

Vandeleur appears to take a 
stand against red-baiting when 


he says: “Let. us not get so 
fanatical in. our red-baiting that 
we nourish those forces that. we 
wish to destroy. Let us guard 
against the danger of being made 
tools of the industrialists who 
scheme to. divide us and weaken 
our strength.” 

But then he immediately 
launches into the very thing he 
hypocritically warns against. f 
do not want to: minimize the de- 
struction of which irresponsible 
radicals are capable. .. We must 
be guided by our own judgment 
and deal with the forces of dis- 
ruption wisely. . . Radical pro- 
pagandists cannot “do their dis- 
Truptive work under good work- 
ing conditions, any more than 
disease germs can thrive in sun- 
light and cleanliness.” 

And he returns again to the 


“chronic agitaters and malcon- . 


tents.” Is not this, Mr. Vande- 
leur, exactly the red-baiting that 
you admit is the weapon of the 
industrialists against labor? And 
just what do you mean by 
“nourishing the forces we wish 
to destroy,” and “deal with the 
forces of disruption wisely.”

Quite a neat financial trick 
while its workers were drawing 
as low as 28 cents an hour. 

Sales of the California Cotton 
Mills last year totaled $2,882,203, 
compared with $2,689,541 in 1934. 
It ended the year owning 60,000 
shares of National Automotive 
Fibres Class A_ stock, carried 
on the books at $5 a share. The 
company revealed it had options 
outstanding for sale of 19,000 
shares for $782,500.
